The 
fierce wind shredded the sails, and water 
crashed over the deck. Unlucky crew members 
screamed as they were sucked into the sea. 

Black Sam felt the ship moving. Waves 
slammed against the ship and it began to lean. 

With 
a deafening crack, the ship broke apart. 
Cannons, gold and silver crashed through the 
lower deck, crushing crew members below.

at left): If they could find the five greatest undiscovered 
shipwrecks, which ones would they hit for ultimate fame 
and fortune? Here are their favorites. 


Sank in a Panama river, 1503. The 
mid La Galle a treasure: A priceless Christopher 
Columbus ship. Columbus was on his fourth and final trip to the Americas 
when he sailed up a Central American river he called Rio Belén for rest 
and to resupply. He and his men were attacked on shore by natives; 
Columbus and his crew made it to another ship but had to leave La Gallega 
~ behind. Shipwreck hunters simply can't find this wreck. 


Sank in the North 
mM Las Cinque Chagas  atantic of th 
coast of the Azores, 1594. The treasure: 1,000 tons of spices, silk, gold, 
and jewels worth $5 million. Las Cinque Chagas, one of the richest 
Portuguese treasure ships, was returning from India when she was 
attacked by English warships; only 13 people out of 1,000 survived. They 
were spared from execution by flashing jewels at the English sailors in 
return for rescue. Why hasn't anyone found the ship? No one knows 
where she went down. 


Sank off the Colombian coast, 1708. 
rd S an J Ose The treasure: Gold coins worth about 
$30 million. This is the Big One: the richest Spanish galleon ever lost in 
the Western Hemisphere. The San Jose was bound for Spain from South 
America. She was nearing Isla del Tesoro (“treasure island”) off the coast 
of Colombia when she was attacked and blown up by English warships. 
She’s 2,000 feet below the ocean, too far down to get to—even if anyone 
knew where to look. 


Sank off the coast of South Africa, 
mi = rosvenor 1782. The treasure: Gold bars, gold 

- coins, 19 chests full of jewels, and a jewel-encrusted, gold throne called the 
- “Peacock Throne of India,” worth $10 million. You'd think a 729-ton ship 
would be hard to wreck, but the captain did just that: He got lost, took a 
wrong turn (oops!) and ran the Grosvenor up a reef. The shark-infested 
waters—the world’s most dangerous—keep treasure hunters away.

Gold Rush booty. During the California gold rush, the Yankee Blade ferried 
food, supplies and gold miners up and down the West Coast. On one trip, 
she drifted into fog and hit a reef.

All the ship's gold is said to lie in 
a rusty steel vault that went down with her. Today, heavy currents and
